Speeders Are
Warned To Slow
Down And Live

“Slow down and live longer!”

This terse bit of advice to
California motorists came today
from Edgar E. Lampton, the
new Director of Motor Vehicles,
after a study of 1945 traffic
casualties disclosed 1093 acci-
dents in which one or more per-

accidents in which one or more
persons. were injured, all attrib-
utable to excessive speed. Deaths
on rura] highways, where speed-
ing usually occurs, went up 42.4
percent and injuries, 48.2 per-
cent.

“These figures indicate con-
clusively that many people are
driving too fast for safety,”
Lampton commented. “Almost
overnight we have returned to
pre-war conditions of traffic con.
gestion. The average car on the
highways is now more than
eight years old. Our tires will
not stand excessive speed.

“The obvious answer is to
slow down to a safe speed and
avoid getting into trouble.”

Lampton added that he has
instructed California Patrol’ of-
ficials td. pay particular atten-
tion to speed violations. He fa-
vors an overall reduction in
speed limits until such time as
worn out' equipment can be re-
